IE regard to the "war ot races" we 


hear BO much about through the papers, 
as existing in the South, but more par- 
ticularly in the imaginations of sensation 
editors, it would be well to remember SB 
we go along that the leading whites, of 
Golf Stated especially, have refused to 
take part in politics to a great extent. 
We mean all these not politicians hy na- 
ture and inclination. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of the better class of Southern 
people have held back, sullen and indif- 
ferent, scarcely going to the polls, so 
that for the time being there has been no 
fair test of the reconstruction measures.

France 
and most every other civilized country 
except our own, the black skin of a man 
does not bar him from the best society of 
the so-called "superior race." After a 
generation or so—when the old heads of 
the late civil war are all laid in the dnst 
—there will be a new and better state of 
affairs ill the South, and not rrmch before. 
In the meantime, the "war of races" will 
consist of occasional election riots, indi- 
vidual fights, find a great deal of news- 
paper lying about it all.

Jeal iu n short space, and bears on its 
face more than an average amount of 
truth. The "poor white" was liberated

Killam re- 
plied, "Then I will shoot with yon," and 
immediately shot Banks in the abdomen, 
producing a fatal wound.

A boat is being 
tested for the new route to Berkeley, 
aud in a few days that interesting com- 
munity will be in direct communication 
with the metropolis. 
Han Francisco 


will provide n special slip for this boat 
in connection with the new ferry land- 
ing that is to be completed this fall. 
The Berkeley Company wil1 'probably 
make use of a boat now at Tallejo, to 
commence operations with. Parties in- 
terested went up to inspect tlw craft yes- 
terday. In the meantime the Harbor 
Commissioners have resolved on a pro- 
gramme for concentrating the different 
ferries, «s talked of several weeks ago. 


The Commissioners, in order to put 


the place in condition, propose tearing 
out part of Clay and Washington street 
wharves, and piling six slips, besides 
reconstructing the wharves at the foot of 
Jackson 
and 
Commercial streets. 


Three of theae slips—all of which are to 
be so made as to be used by double- 
eiider boats—will be set asideforthe ex- 
clusive use of the ferry company, and 
the others will be kept for any boats 
that may have occasion to use them. 
The new ferry line to Berkeley will have 
one set apart for it, and this will be the 
first slip built. The north side of Jack- 
son street wharf and the south side of 
Commercial street wharf will be used 
for steamboat landings—all steamers 
having the right of landing at these 
piers. Sheds and all things necessary 
arc to be constructed as needed.
